leigh, the famous London correspondent, writes regarding thesesnares: ‘Upon every coign of vantage the Russians had constructed 

forts, dug rows of trenches and pitfalls, and placed wire.entanglements. The works were numerous and deserved to be classed as per- 
manent fortifications. The forts in the second line were protected by double banks of wire entanglements, stretched above pitfalls, dug like 
huge bowls, 8 to 10 feet deep, and separated from each other by a narrow rim of soil less than a foot wide. Sharp stakes were in many 
instances set in the bottom of the pits. Hundreds of Japanese werecaught in these traps and perished.”’

The cotton picking machine, which Mr. 
Lowry and with him many others, be- 
lieve has solved the cotton picking 
problem of the south, was born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., but nursed into life in Al- 
bany, Ga. 

Though he has devised two inventions 
dealing with cotton until the coming of 
the cotton picking machine, Mr.* Lowry 
had never seen a growing cotton field. 

All his knowledge came from books or 
from heresay. and the fact that he un- 
dertoak to solve the troublesome problem 
lay in the fact that he did not compre- 
hend the difficulties lying b-fore him, 
and did not know just how fast a cotton 
picker could pick the cotton bolls. Prob- 

ably he would hate given up the idea in 
disguist if he had known these things. 

‘Tl had never seen a cotton field before 
coming south with this invention,’ said 
Mr. L&Avry yesterday, “and I think that 
if I hai and had seen the dexterity and 
the quic'tness with which the negroes 
skin the bolls of their fleecy staple, lL 
would never have attempted the task. 

‘™In fact, I believe that it was due to 
the fact that 1 was liring tn the north 
and not the south that [ thought of a 
way to solve thle probler rd deemed it 
possible of solving. 

“Tam, as you know, the inventor of the 
round-cotton pale. When I invented that 
bale I had never seen further south 
than Cincinnati. 

“T jaid my plans for picking cotton and 
ashioned my machine in my work shop 
4 Boston, and then I started south for 
Albany, where al] my early experimenta- 
tions and changing has been done. 

“Why did I pick Albany? Bebause, as 
you have noticed, the first bales of the 
season always come from that nelgnbor- 
hood, and as the season is short at its 
best, I wanted to get the full benefit 
of it.

NOTHER Georgia 
chartered yesterday by Secretary 
of State Philip Cook, the Jeffer-

Bon and Athens Railway Company, which 
16 miles long | 


Broposes to build a line 
from Jefferson in Jackson county to 
‘Athens in Clarke county. 

Some of the best known men of that 
Section of the state are interested in this 
Project and appear among the incorpora- 
tors. Among them are H. W. Bell, Jonn 
N. Holder, W. H. Smith, R. L. J. Smith, 
J. E. Randolph, Jr., F. H. Randolph, 
Cc. 0. Brock, 8. J. Smith, 8. J. Bell, 
Erank Roberts, W. T. Stevens and J. C. 
Turner 

The company’s capital stock will be 
$50,000, and it is empowered to onerate 
its line either by steam or electricity. 
The new railroad will be an important 
One for that section of the state, and 
Darticularly for Jackson and Clarke 
counties. At present, Jefferson !s on a 
branch line of the Gainesville, Jeffer- 
on and Southern, and its only ovtlet Is 
north to Gainesville. The proposed new 
road wil] give it another outlet southeast 
to Athens, and will connect Athens di- 
fectiy with Gainesville through Jeffer- 
fon. It is stated there is ro doubt that 
the new road will be constructed at an 
early .date. 


The State Museum. 

When the St. Louis exposition closes 
©n November 30, the bulk of the Georgia 
exhibits will be brought to Atlanta and 
Placed in the third story of the capitol 
building, where thev will be maintained 
permanently as a state museum. 

The Georgia bullding at St. Louis and 
the Georgia exhibits will not be disman. 
tled or removed until after November 30, 
the date of the closing of the falr. 

In appropriating $30,000 for a state 
exhibit at St. Louis, the Georgia legis- 
luture provided that the amount ehould 
be expended for a state museum to be 
lodged in the capitol, but permission was 
€iven that it be transported to St. Louis 
to serve the purpose of an exhibit trom 
this state. 

Now, that the exposition is about to 
cicse, arrangements wil] be made prompt- 
ly to bring the Georgia display bach 
and lodge it In the state capitol. Many 
features of the Georgia exhiibts were 
loaned or contributed by parties who 
wili want their property returned at 
the close of the fair, but the bulk of 
the display belongs to the state. 

At al] events, the state will have on the 
top floor of the capitol a magnificent 
display of niineral, agricultural and for- 
estry products. Most of the mineral and 
forestry products were collected for the 
State by Professor W. 8. Yeates, state 
geologist. Some of the specimens. how- 
ever, were loaned for the exposition, but 
their withdrawal wilt not make a very 
big hole in these exhibits. There will 
be many interesting and attracti addi. 
tions to the exhiibts in these ms hich 
Professor Yeates has had in the capitol 
building for some time. 

But, perhaps, the most important addl- 
tions to the state museum wil] be the 
agricultural display on which a consid- 
erable sum was expended. An effort is 
now being made to have donated to the 
state the splendid display of tobacco 
grown in Decatur county bv Cohn Bros., 
and which won the highest award. This 
exhibit cost about $2,500, and if it can 
be secured for the state museum it will 
make an attractive and an important 
addition. There are many other features 
of the agricultura] exhibit to be placed 
in the capitol. and altogether when these 
things are brought back, the state will 


have in the capitol building a little ex- | 


position of its own. 

When the fair is over, the Georgia 
building will go to the contractor who 
built it. The state got only $1,000 for 
this building, that price being paid by 
the contractor. This does nef 
any of the furnishings or fixtures, 
of which have been donatéd to 
‘zeorgia Industrial home, at Macon,

| Commissioner Prouty’s Opinion. 
Washington, Ni '!.—The Inter- 
| State commerce commission, in an opinion 
'by Commissioner Prouty, made public 
today its decision in the investigation en- 
titled “In the matter of divisions of joint 
jrates and other allowances to terminal 
| railroads.” it is decided that rebates 
| which haVe ‘been received by terminals 
in and about the city of Chicago, con- 
| trolled by the International Harvester 
|Company and the United States Steel 
| Corporation, popularly known as the har- 

Vester trust and the trust, have 
'been excessive for the services rendered 
| by terminads in switching cars to 
and from roais leading to all section of 
the country. : 

On the general question involved in the 
case, however, tft! commission has de- 
cided: 

“That it is not unlawful for a railroad 
operated as a common carrier and owned 
vy the shipper to make joint rates with 
other carriers and receive divisions of 
such rates; but, on the other hand, that 
it is unlawful under the interstate com- 
merce law and the Elkins amendment 
for any carrier to grant excessive divi- 
Sions of rates to another carrier owned 
by the shipper for the purpose of secur- 
ing the traffic of the shippers. It is de- 
cided that such divisions operate as a 
rebate to cut the tariff charge for the 
benefit of the shipper and constitute un- 
due preference in violation of the stat- 
ute.”’
